A  refund  of  rail  or  ’bus  fare  can  be  made  in 
suitable  cases  by  applying  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Centre  or 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Treatment  is  also  available  from  a  certain  number  of  selected 
General  Medical  Practitioners  specially  approved  for  the  purpose 
by  the  County  Council  and  Ministry  of  Health.  There  is  one  such 
Practitioner  in  Modbury  and  another  at  ICingsbridge. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMiEPjT  is  available  through  the  Devon  Association 
for  Orthopaedics  as  in-patients  at  Exeter  and  Plymouth.  For 
out-.jatients 3  there  is  a  Clinic  at  Kingsbridge  and  the  South  West 
Clinic  which  deals  with  this  district  .as  well  is  held  at  the 
Mutley  Hall  Assembly  Rooms 3  Plymouth. 

AJVISULAHCE  SERVICES  -  NOH-JHFECTIQ^^  AMD  ACCIDENTS.  The 

Devon  County  Council  Ambulance  Service  provide  transport  for  non- 
infectious  cases  and  accidents.

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SAIIITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA . 


WATHLSUPPI^.  The  source  of  water  for  the  district  is  at  South 
3rentj  and  is  supplied  in  bulk  by  the  South  Devon  Water  Board j 
being  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity*  3^  samples  of  water 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  results 
were  as  follows

GLEAI^ISING.  A  weeKly  collection  of  refuse  in  all  parts  of 
the  district  has’  been  csirried  out*  The  refuse  tip  has  been 
levelled  using  a  bulldozers  and  a  wire  enclosure  erected  to 
prevent  the  washing  aviiay  of  refuse  by  the  sea. 

HOUSIHG .  .  4  permanent  houses  and  4  flats  were  completed  durirg 
the  ^^'ears  axl  of  which  were  two  bedroom  type* 

FOOD  SUPPLIE S‘.  The  following  foodstuffs  were  condemned  as  being 

unfit  for  human  consumption s- 

47  lbs.  beefs  21  tins  fruitg  19  tins  meats  4  tins  fish  and 
6  tins  tomatoes* 


B^CEHOUSES *  The  4  bakehouses  were  inspected  regularly  and  were 
kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

IC_E-.GREAIt/[.  36  samples  of  Ice-cream  were  taken  from  retailers  in 
the  district  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
for  bacteriological  examination.  All  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

OYSTER  BEDS  IN  TI^  ESTUARY.  Samples  have  been  taken  of  various 
types  of  shellfish.g  all  of  which  have  been  found  to  be  considerably 
polluted* 

SGHOOLS .  There  are  3  schools  in  the  district.  The  sanitary 
accommodation  at  2  of  the  schoo.ls  is  still  very  poo  . 

During  the  years  5  notices  were  receiveds  referring'to  62 
children  who  were  excluded  from  school  because  of  ■ooujflicinicabja 
disease  or  because  they  were  contacts* 


DISINFECTION.  Routine  disinfection  has  been  carried'  out  after  all 
notified  cases.. of  ..Infectious  .Disease.
